Remarks 


The figures of birth* and deaths shown ha this statement 
for week ending the 26th July, 1952, relate to 201 towns 
with an estimated popnlation of 20,306 thousands, In- 
formation about West Bengal could not be included. The 
total number of towns is 281 and their population is 34,764 
thousands. Thus 72% of the total number of towns 
representing 76% of the total popnlation is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoorded in 
these towns were 16,894 and 8,611 representing birth 
and death rates of 31‘3 and 17 '0 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) States (Part* A db C ). — The data here relate to 179 
towns with an estimated population of 23,188 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 236 and their 
population is 29,670 thousands. Thus 76% of the total 
number of towns representing 78% of the total population is 
covered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 14,462 and 7,695 representing birth 


and death ratos of 32 "4 and 17 -3 per thousand of 

population respectively. The table at the end gives 

the position by States. 

Puri and Orissa was the only town whioh had a high 
death rato of 68 '2 per thousand of population and 
this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from 
fevers. 

(B) States ( Part B ). — The data here relate to 22 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,208 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population Is 5,194 thou- 
sands. Thus 48% of total number of towns representing 
02% of total population is oovered. The numbers of 
births and deaths reoorded in these towns were 1,442 and 
916 representing birth and death rates of 23 "4 and 14 "6 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
